The New Orleans "States-Item’’ for 4/25/67 carried 
an article entitled ’Jlounting Evidence . Links CIA to f Plot 
Probe.* ” The artiycM' reports that an Italian newspaper^ 
alleged . that Clavffiumw was linked \to CIA through th^/World 
Trade Center. CorpffiTaTlon, allegedlY/a CIA front operation. The 
article also reported that GordojyTfovel, ’’fugitive witness’* of 
the Garrison investigation, ftkd in i o fmed friends and intimates 
that he was a CIA operative and would use this role to battle 
Garrison's charges. The article states that Novel claimed he 
operated thei^vergreen Advertising Agency as a front for CIA 
communication dad that funds were channeled to him by CIA. 

Novel also claims, according to the article, that his CIA 
contact instructed him to join a group to remove munitions from 
a bunker at Houma, Louisiana, reportedly owned by the 
Schumberger Well Service Company. Novel claims that 
David William Ferrie, Sergio Arcacha Smith, several Cubans 
and another figure in the case were ^L1 acting for CIA in

Mr. JerryAWeiner, Columbus, Ohio, atto rney for Gordon Novel, 
in speaking of a CIA link with Novel: "It’s utterly 

ridiculous. Novel is not now and has never been a CIA
